Tue inhabitants of Guagno chose to 


ignore this order, and 60 of them, al 
armed, and all angry that their candi 
date had been defeated, marched upon 
Soccia, headed by their mayor. 
Two 


gpudarmes—not armed—had been placet 
at tha entrance of the village and warne<! 
the advancing troops that they were to 
come no farther. The mayor of Gnagno 
cried "Firel" There was a general voL 
ley front his followers, and the two gen- 
darmes fell dead. "They both bore ex- 
cellent characters. One of them had been 
24 years in the service, had been proposec 
for the military medal and leaves a •wife 
and three children." 


Such was the first account in the daily 


paper of Bastia. It occupied about seven 
inches of one column, The next day the 
editor had had time to reflect (or he, too, 
may possibly have had a significant 
warning), for in an article three inches 
long the account was somewhat quali- 
fied, and there was this important emen- 
dation, "It seems we were not correct in 
stating that it was the mayor of Guagno 
who gave the order to fire upon the gen 
darmes." 


The third day there were just two 


lines, "In consequence of the unfortu- 
nate affair at Soccia it is probable that 
the mayor of Guagno will send in his 
resignation." That was all. I took in 
the newspaper regularly for a week, for 
I was curious to see how the affair would 
end, but there was nothing more—ap- 
parently no inquiry, no prosecution of 
'ihe offenders.—Contemporary Review.

The Tower of SI] once. 


The Parsees will not burn or bury 


their dead, because they consider a dead 
body impure, and they will not suffer 
themselves to defile any of the elements. 
They therefore expose their corpses to 
vultures. 
One sees nothing but the 


quiet, white robed procession (white ia 
mourning among the Parsees) following 
the bier to the Tower of Silence. At the 
entrance they look their last on the dead, 
and the corpse bearers—a caste of sucb 
—carry it within the precincts and lay 
it down, to be finally disposed of by the 
vultures which crowd the tower. 


Meanwhile, and for three days after, 


the priests say constant prayers for the 
departed, for his soul is supposed not to 
leave the world till the fourth day after 
death. On the fourth day there is the 
Uthanna ceremony, when large sums of 
money are given away in memory of the 
departed. The liturgy in use is a series 
of funeral sermons by Zoroaster. 


Of superstitions the Parsees have had 


more than they retain. Connected with 
burial is the popular conception as to the 
efficacy of a dog's gaze after death. 
Dogs are sacred and supposed to guids 
the souls of the dead to heaven and to 
ward off evil spirits; hence it is custom- 
ary to lead a dog into the chamber of 
death, that ho may look at the corpfia 
before it is carried to the tower.—Nine- 
teenth Century. 


Eccentricities In Palaces. 


The King of Siam, who, according tc 


late reports, has had a palace construct- 
ed which he can submerge in the sea at 
will and so live under water whenever 
he chooses, is not the only monarch who 
has indulged in eccentricities of this 
sort. 


For instance, history has preserved 


the memory of the ice palace built by 
the Russian Empress Anne, who pun- 
ished several of her dainty courtiers by 
compelling them to pass the night in 
this great chamber of state, where they 
were almost frozen to death. 


The Czar Paul, ancestor of the present 


Emperor of Russia, constructed a room 
formed entirely of huge mirrors, where 
be spent hours walking to and froinfull 
onifoim—a singular taste for the ugliest 
man in Russia.

United States Treasurer Morgan has j 


submitted to Secretary Carlisle his 
annual report of the operations and 
conditions of the treasury. It shows 
the net ordinary retinues for the fiscal 
year 1893 to have b.en $385,819,628, an 
increase of $30,881,f i4 over the fiscal 
year which ended «rune 30, 1892. The 
ordinary expenditi res for the last 
fiscal year were $383,147,564, an increase 
of $38,454,623 over the previous year. 
There was a decrease for the year in 
the surplus revenues of $7,772,779. In- 
cluding public debt the total receipts 
were $732,871,214, aud the total ex- 
penditures $773,007,998. 
The public 


funds on June 30, 1892, amounted to 
$786,351,895, and 011 June 30, 1893, to 
$746,538,055. There was a reserve fund 
of $187,012,740 in 1894 and of $168,167, 
391 in 189a The actual available work- 
ing balance in the treasury June 3C» 
1892, was $165,945,886, and on June 30, 
1893, $156.295,696. September 30, 1893, 
this balance was reduced to $149,250,- 
368, owing to a falling off in the reve- 
nues. 


In seven months beginning last De- 


cember upwards < f $81,000,000 was 
drawn out of the treasury for the re- 
demption of notes and the gold re- 
serve was reduced in that time $29,- 
000,000. During the next three month's, 
that is from July 1 to October 1, 1893, 
with a light redemption and a de- 
ficiency of $19,000,000 in the revenue 
receipts, the treasury lost $15,000,000 
in gold. 


During the fiscal year 1893, the 


amount of gold takfji out of the coun- 
try and brought into it was the largest 
in a like period; being $108,600,000, of 
which $102,000,000 was drawn out of 
the treasury by presentation of legal 
tender notes. Ther • has been no im- 
portant change in the public debt, 
however, with the o \oeption of an in- 
crease of $45,500,000 in treasury notes 
issued for the purch ise of silver bull- 
ion and tx decrease c f $80,000,000 in the 
combined volume of gold certificates 
and currency certifii cites. 


A revised ostiaiat< of the total stock 


of money of all ku ils in the country 
June 30, 1893, show-, it to have been 
$2,323,647,977 or netrly $51,000,000 less 
than last year. Thi, contraction took 
place notwithstanding the addition of 
$15,500,000 to the sto.k of silver and an 
increase of $6,000,000 in outstanding 
bank notes. The contraction in the 
volume of money i attributed to the 
exports of gold, but in July there be- 
gan a heavy return movemfut in the 
metal and by September tho stock of 
gold was restored to what it was when 
the exports began. 


As the report sb DWS, the total ex- 


penditures for the last fiscal year, 
were $40,136,784 in . xcess of tho total 
receipts. This was up to June 30, 1893, 
since which time the expenditures have 
been greatly in exce-s of the receipts, 
as has been shown by the monthly 
statements. The puolio treasury has 
felt the effect of tno business depres- 
sion as well as private indivictuals and 
Mr. Cleveland, instead of recommend- 
ing measures to reduce the surplus as 
he did during his first term, will now 
have to suggest methods to provide for 
a deficiency. Now as then it is a con- 
dition, not a theory that confronts us, 
but the conditions are reversed. Then 
there was a surplus of upwards $80,- 
000,000 over all expenditures; now 
there is a deficiency of nearly the same 
amount, and if this is a billion dollar 
country the revenues- must be increased 
by direct or indirect taxation. 


EUROPEAN ARMIES. 


In view of the fact xhata war is liable 


to break out in Europe at any moment, 
the following from a German magazine 
giving the number of men who partici- 
pated in the Autumn manouvtes may 
not be uninteresting 


"No less than 1,200,000 men, all of 


whom were able-bodied and i.s. active 
service, participated. More than 60,000,- 
000 cartridges were UM-d and >> J.000,000 
expended. Austria-Hungary mobilized 
the largest army, there beiog nearly 
250,000 men in the field. Russia called 
out 216,000, Germany 190,000, I ranee 
170,000, Italy 146,000, England 70,000, 
Spurn 25,000, Rououuua 32,000, Holland 
18,000, Belgium 85,000 aud Switzerland 
50,000." 


These immense armies by no means 


comprise the entire military forces of 
the respective countries. Russia alone, 
in time of war, can mobilize over 1,- 
000,000 soldiers, and Germany, France 
and Austria about 500,000 each. The 
expense of maintaining these forces is 
enormous and several European na- 
tions are on the veixe of bankruptcy 
in consequence, so t'iat they will have 
to fight or disarm b if ore many years. 


THE MOMENTOUS BESPONSTBILmr 


Besting upon them and the magnitude, 
difficulty and delicacy of the duty as- 
signed them of framing a tariff bill for 
70,000,000 people. They were called on 
to reform a vast labyrinth of evils 
caused by the taxations, the culmina- 
tion of thirty years control of the tax- 
ing power by few interests gathering 
in to their trainmost of petty toll gath 
ering. 


It wae B» -ef ally framed to prevent as 


long a? ,po sible what its author calls, 
"any r Ottceying with the tariff," by 
which £k» meant any successful effort 
of the people to undo or lessen the 
bounties which its beneficiaries were 
permitted to write therein in their own 
words and in their own figures. It 
transferred to the free list proper and 
fruitful revenue articles, where most 
of the taxes paid by the people were 
f Deceived by the Government, and greatly 
increased rates on those articles, all or 
most of the taxes on which were paid 
by the people went into private coffers, 
and it was bolstered about by many 
defenses, chief among which are a 
swept and garnished treasury and a 
swollen and colossal scale of perman- 
ent expenditures. 


SUCH ABE THE CONDITIONS 


That confronted the United States at 
the outset of our work. The Commit- 
tee has welcomed information from 
every trustworthy source, and while 
they do not expect their bill to escape 
just criticism in all its details they do 
present it to the country as the result 
months of patient, anxious toil and of 
an honest desire to discharge their 
duty, purged of all taint of local and 
personal favoritism or prejudice. 


CAPTAIN E. K COCKE, Populist candi- 


date for Governor of Virginia, visited 
Washington last wrek and informed 
the editor of the National Watchman 
that he could learn nothing of the re- 
sult of the election even in his county, 
except the declaration that he was de- 
feated. Ha says the fight in the Old 
Dominion has just begun and that the 
State is for the Populists and will 
prove it in the Coil sessional election 
next year. 


THE Goldendale, Washington, Courier 


says unless the Governor convenes the 
Legislature in extra session the next 
Senator will be a Populist, aa that 
party will elect the next Legislature. 


Judge Horton of Chicago, on motion 


of the Attorney General of Illinois, has 
dissolved tho Total Abstinence Life 
Association of America. 


ITS MAIN FEATUBES 


Are two—First, the adoption, where- 
ever it seemed practicable, of ad 
valorem instead of specified duties. 
Second, the freeing from taxes of those 
great materials of industry that lie at 
the basis of production. 


The statement continues by saying 


that specific duties are objectionable, 
because they can be used to conceal 
onerously large and inequitable taxa- 
tion, and because they lead more 
readily to frauds, as weighers and 
counters at custom houses are cheaper 
and more easily corrupted laborers 
than those under the ad valorem sys- 
tem. 
Moreover, the ad valorem system 


has worked well in practice and is es- 
sentially fair. 


IT DEFENDS THE LABGE FREE LIST 


Of raw materials on the ground that 
taxes on production is a double wrong 
on consumers and hurting labor by 
narrowing the market. They are made 
free for the further reason that no 
other country can supply them as 
cheaply as we can; no competition can 
interfere with us in them, and their 
freedom from taxation must immensely 
stimulate the production of ores, coal, 
lumber, wool and other things in cer- 
tain parts of the country. The thin 
edge of American manufactures has en- 
tered into every country, and with free 
raw materials there is no limit to the 
growth of our foreign trade, with in- 
calculable advantages to labor. 


THE TRUST SYSTEM. 


The statement continues by saying 


that in every gre-t line of manufacture 
we can produce enough for home con- 
gumption in six to nine mouths, and 
we can get 7 id of our surplus only by 
export; that trade cannot be built up 
as long as raw mHt°i*ial3 are taxed. 
Hence the foTnition of trusts to keep 
down production, to the great detri- 
ment of labor. 


The statement then points out that 


bhe various items of reduction in the 
schedule, including sulphuric acid to 
the free list will be the cause of its 
general use. 


IN THE EBON AND STEEL 


Schedule the ore is made free on ac- 
count of the discovery of bessemer 
ores in the lake regions and foundry 
ores in Alabama, which will give us 
supremacy in this great line of manu- 
facture. Pig iron ie reduced from $672 
per ton, an equavalent of 50 to 90 per 
(lent, to a uniform duty of 22}£ per 
cent; steel rails from $13 per ton, equal 
to from 75 per cent to 25 per cent. 


THE RESIDUE OF THE SCHEDULE 


Varies from 25 to 30 per cent. Beams 
and girders 35 per cent, tinplates are 
reduced nearly one-half of 40 per cent, 
which should allow the existing mills 
to live and Sourish. Castor oil is re- 
duced from 85 to 35 cents per gallon, 
linseed oil from 35 to 15 cents per 
gallon, pig lead from 2 cents to 1 cent 
per pound, thus reducing the price of 
paints. 


It declares the increase of the duty 


on opium to $12 per pound by the Mc- 
Kinley bill was to put the business into 
the hands of smugglers on the Pacific 
Coast The present bill pats it where 
it is thought it can be collected. 


The duty on common window glass 


is reduced more than half, which will 
stimulate borne production, because it 
has been produced under trust con- 
ditions, it will also cause a marked re- 
duction in plate glass. 


Copper ores and pig copper are made 


free. We are large exporters of the 
latter and the duty served only to al- 
low the producer to sell higher to oar 
people than to foreigners. Nickel is 
free, lead ore Is only 15 per cent, pig 
lead 1 cent per pound, silver lead ores 
are free, unmanufaotared lumber is 


free, and manufactured lumber 25 per ; 
cent. 


ON THE SUBJECT OF SUGAB 


The statement says: Sugar has been a 
difficult matter to deal with. 
Raw 


sugar was transferred to the free list 
by the McKinley bill because nearly all 
the taxes paid on it went to the public 
treasury. There was a strong desire 
among members of the Committee to 
put an ad valorem duty of 20 or 25 per 
cent on it or abolish the bounty at once. 
After much consideration it was de- 
cided to reduce to one-half the duty on 
refined sugars, and repeal the bounty 
one-eigth each year, leaving raw sugars 
untouched at present. 


IN THE TOBACCO SCHEDULE 


The rates are sought which would bring 
the most revenue. The present tax of 
$2 75 per pound on wrappers and leaf 
blotted out many small establishments 
and impaired the revenue. We make 
the rates of $1 and $1 75 on wrapper 
leaf and 35 and 50 cents on fillings, 
unjrtemmed and stemmed, and manu- 
facturers of tobacco 40 cents. Cigars 
are reduced from $4 50 per pound and 
25 per cent ad valorem to $3 per pound 
and 25 per cent. It is believed that 
these will be the most productive 
revenue rates. 


GBAIN. 


Barley is reduced from 30 cents per 


bushel to 20 per cent, or about 12 cents. 
Breadstuff, of which we are immense 
exporters, is free, except to countries 
which put duties on like production, in 
which case it is 20 per cent. 


The statement concludes as follows: 


The above is a rapid summary of the 
chief changes made by the proposed 
bill and will give a satisfactory idea, I 
believe, of its general structure. It is 
estimated that it will reduce the 
revenues on the basis of importations 
of 1891 about fifty millions, with an im- 
mensely larger decrease of tax burdens 
to the American people. 


THE PRINCESS COLONNA. 


Mrs. Mackay's I>augbter Applies for ll 


Blvorce—She Is Tired of tlio Profli- 
gate Prince. 


NEW YOBK, November 28.—A Herald 


Paris cable says: Princess Oolonna, 
daughter of Mrs. John W. Mackay, has 
applied for a legal separation from 
Prince Ferdinand Gallatro Colonna 
and for the custody of her three chil- 
dren—Andrea, aged eight, Blanca, aged 
six, and Marco, aged four. 


The marriage took place in Paris in 


1885. 
Monsignor De Kendeni Papal 


Nuncio to France, officiated at the re- 
ligions ceremony, which was one of the 
social events of that season. 


Two years before the marriage Prince 


Colonna met Mrs. Mackay's daughter, 
then Miss Bryant, in Italy. He fol- 
lowed her to Paris, and asked Mrs. 
Mackay for her hand. She replied: 


"I don't approve of her marrying a 


foreigner; moreover, don't be deluded. 
She is not Mr. Mackay's child, but his 
step-daughter. She has no money of 
her own, therefore she has no dot. She 
is my daughter by my first husband 
but she takes Mr, Mackay's name at 
his request. The Prince persisted, and 
his uncle, Prince Stigliano Colonna, 
wrote in his behalf, saying that money 
was of no consequence, as it was a 
love match." 


Mrs. Mackay eventually gave way. 


The bride was married without a dot or 
settlement, 
but Mrs. 
Mackay al- 


lowed her an income of $175,000 a year, 
besides giving her many valuable pres- 
ents. 


The Prince and his bride went to 


Naples. Six months after the marriage 
;he Prince began demanding money of 
iis wife. She then discovered that he 
had a taste for gambling, horse-racing 
and fast life. 


She bore his abuse, taunts and vul- 


garity until October last, when she left 
aim in Paris and took her three 
children to Hotel Brighton, where her 
grandmother, Mrs. Hungerford, was 
staying. 
Mrs. Mackay at the same 


time came on from Scotland to her 
daughter's aid. 


The Herald's correspondent saw an 


intimate friend of the family yester- 
day, who said: "Prince Colonna and 
Mrs. Mackay have not 
spoken for 


years. 
No one would 
believe the 


enormous sums Mr. Mackay has paid 
for the Prince's gambling debts—over 
£1,000,000 in five years. Apart from 
the allowance he made his step- 
daughter, he also gave her the money 
with which to furnish her home. All 
went in gambling. When his wife left

ive Addresses.

Institute Yesterday— 


Many Fine Papers Bead—A Large 
Attendance. 
The second day's session of the 


Teachers' Institute 
yesterday 
was 


marked by a very generous attendance. 
The general assembly room of the High 
School building was crowded both 
morning and afternoon and the Opera 
House last evening was comfortably 
filled. The following additional names 
of visiting teachers were enrolled:

MORNING SESSION, 


The morning session began at about 


9:30 o'clock and was opened by a song 
by the High School choir. 


Miss Mabol French of the Carson 


public school read a paper on the 
" Child 
Mind—How 
Strengthened," 


which was generally to the point, orig- 
inal and had tho unusual merit of 
brevity. It was well received and much 
complimented for its terseness. 


Following Miss French, Miss A. Sul- 


livan of the Gold Hill schools, who, by 
the way, has taught there uninterrupt- 
edly thirteen years, addressed the In- 
stitute on " Synthetic Method of Teach- 
ing Beading." 
Miss Sullivan spoke 


extemporaneously, devoting her atten- 
tion to the illustration of the method 
of teaching beginners arithmetic ad- 
vanced by Miss Powell in a book on 
that subject, and which Miss Sullivan 
did not claim as at all original with 
her, but as a system which she had 
found bore best results in her work. 


Mrs. Doten of the Eeno High School 


next conducted a class exercise, show- 
ing a nieth od pursued by her in teach- 
ing literature, which excited much 
interest. The class from the High 
School made a remarkably good show- 
ing, and evinced a knowledge of his- 
tory and a vocabulary to express their 
individual ideas on the subjects in 
question that testified to the success of 
the teacher and her method better than 
anything else could have done. She 
had one of the pupils read from history 
concerning the laying of the corner 
stone of the Bunker Hill Monument. 
A general discussion of the subject 
from its historical standpoint followed, 
and when lively interest was awakened 
in all the historical illusions that might 
occur in the literature upon the sub- 
ject, she had one of the pupils recite 
from one of Emerson's poems upon the 
laying of the corner stone of Bunker 
Hill Monument, and closed by a splen- 
did rendition of Webster's famous ad- 
dress upon that occasion bj Master 
Bobert Beatty. Mrs. Doten then read 
an interesting paper on the cultivation 
of a taste for good reading. 


Miss Schallenberger closed the mom- 


ing session with the reading of a paper 
upon "Physical Culture," which was 
decidedly interesting. She discussed 
the various so-called methods of physi- 
cal culture — Delsarte, German and 
Swedish—and deemed all more or less 
objectionable. She held that almost, 
if not quite as much injury is done, in 
general, as good by the rigorous follow- 
ing of any of these methods, unaccom- 
panied by a careful adaptation to the 
physical needs of each 
individual 


child. That an exercise which may be 
beneficial to one child may, on the 
contrary, be positively harmful to an- 
other, and it becomes at 'once a very 
important duty and moral responsi- 
bility resting upon the teacher to know 
and govern the physical exercise de- 
manded by hygienic laws, with regard 
to the individual requirements of those 
whom she had in charge. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


The afternoon session was opened by 


a short, but interesting talk by Mrs. 
Maynard upon evolution and biology. 


Miss Echo L. Loder then conducted 


a primary class exercise in reading, 
having a number of little ones before 
her who were taught to recognize words 
when written on the blackboard by 
their relative position—being to some 
extent a practical illustration of the 
method advocated by Miss Schallen- 
berger in her address at the meeting 
the day previous. 


Prof. J. E. Bray followed with a 


class exercise in elementary science, 
which proved both entertaining and 
instructive. 


A diversion from the usual order fol- 


lowed in the nature of an instrumental 
quartette by the Sunderland family, 
consisting of violin, piano and two 
flutes, played by the Misses Annie 
and Katie and Masters Boy and John 
Sunderland, respectively. The selec- 
tion was exquisitely rendered. 


By request, Mrs. H. H. Howe of Car- 


son City recited a most charming story 
of the effects of an old love song in 
stirring to its depths the. human heart. 
The song was that old fovorite " Ben 
Bope," and the piece was delivered in 
so sympathetic a manner that the audi- 
ence was moved likewise. 


Prof. C. L. McLane read a paper on 


"Moral Training in the Public Schools" 
that was replete with a certain dry and 
caustic humor which made of a natural 
unpopular subject an address pro- 
nounced by many to be one of the very 
best delivered during the session. 


Prof. W. MoN. Miller of the State 


University closed the afternoon MMion

WAR IS IMMINENT. 


The Growing Karopean CrUli Greatly Af> 


(n»vat«d by Italy's Condition. 


It is the Italian situation •which most 


directly threatens in this growing Eu- 
ropean crisis. France has shown sur- 
prising and most creditable restraint 
luring the past two -weeks. Her ambi- 
AOUB purpose has not been misjudged by 
those who have seen the sinister designs 
Dehind her protestations of peace, but 
ihe is wise enough to know that thehcmi 
'or the execution of her plans has not 
quite come. Bat if Italy assumes an ag- 
jressive part she will play into French 
bauds. France is ready, anA with hex 
new ally at her back vrlll rejoice if one 
of her adversaries will assume the re- 
sponsibility of making the attack. 


The situation in Italy does not im- 


prove. Jt has become intolerable, and 
lome violent result of the crisis Beemf 
inevitable, 'there is some truth in the 
statement that the trouble is caused 
more by moral than material decadence. 
Patriotism has waned. The country is 
bankrupt—not because it cannot pay its 
taxes, but because it will not pay. The 
reply of the Marquis di Rudini to Pre- 
mier Giolitti is sustified when he says it 
is useless to impose additional taxes, be- 
cause they will yield no more than the 
old ones. The people best able to pajr 
will, the marquis asserts, evade pay- 
ment with more ingenuity and persever- 
ance. 


Gjolitti's government recognizes the 


truth of this observation, and it is this 
fact which gives color to the reports 
that the present ministry has been con- 
sidering a war with France as a desper- 
ate remedy for the solution of its dilem- 
ma. The people would willingly supply 
the sinews of war, but they refuse long- 
er to be victims of the thieves in high 
places, whose guilt is notorious, but who 
are protected by all the resources of the 
government and crown. If winter were 
just ending instead of approaching, it 
would be a question of days only, in the 
opinion of many people, when Italy 
\7ould fire tho first gun in the greatest of 
European wars. 


Meantime the crisis is a most embar- 


rassing one for the present rulers of the 
peninsula. It is difficult to sec how the 
winter can bo X'asaed without a crash ot 
e,otne sort. Already tho popular discon- 
Ifnt 13 at tho point of revolution in some 
purta of tho kingdom. The government 
continues to pour troops into Sicily, and 
its newspaper organs virtually admit 
that the aim is the suppression of sedi- 
tion rather than the extirpation of brig- 
andage, although the latter laudable 
work is proceeding incidentally. It has 
been ascertained that the Fasci or asso- 
ciations of revolutionary socialists have 
a membership of 300,000, embracing all 
classes in Sicily. Even some regiments 
are tainted, and severe disciplinary 
measures have hail to bo taken against ft 
regiment of artillery at present in the 
garrison at Palermo. The Sun corre- 
spondent says that serious disturbances 
may occur at any moment.—New York 
Sun's London Letter.

Ever since the accident, however, he 
has been subject to epileptic fits, com- 
plains of pa-gp1. in his head at all times 
and is uuabiu to attend school or per- 
form any v. ork.
